Striking Carpenters With 


Second Conflagration Follows Close Upon Heels of 
One Which Did Million Dollars Damage in St. Louis 
Thursday Night—Head of One Company Charges the 


Responsibility for Flames.

ST. LOUIS (Mo.) June 16.—I[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.) Fire, believed to 
be of incendiary origin, following by 
twenty-four hours a $1,000,000 con- 
flagration, tonight destroyed the Wil- 
liam G. Frye Manufacturing Com- 
pany’s mill and lumber yards, caus- 
ing a loss of nearly $300,000. . 

John J. Larson, president of the 
Lohse Patent Door Company, whose 
plant adjoins the Frye structure, to- 
night asked protection of the police, 
declaring his belief the strike of 
union carpenters is responsible for 
the conflagration. Accordingly, 4 
patrol was placed at the Lohse plant. 
Yesterday five plants in the vicinity 
of tonight's fire were destroyed. 
The Frye plant is but two blocks 
from the scene of last night's biaze. 
Identically, at the outbreak of flames 
in the Frye plant, four fire alarms 
were turned in from widely different 
sections of the city, thereby crippling 
the effectiveness of the department. 
INVESTIGATION ORDERED. 
_Chief Swingle has ordered an in- 
vestigation of these calls. 

Union labor difficulties have been 
prevalent in all the plants far the 
last month. Officials of the Frye 
plant declare it was an internal strife 
between the union carpenters, who 
are now ; and the cabinet 
makers. 

Chief Swingler fell from exhaus- 
tion while directing his men. He 
had been on duty continuously for 
twenty-four hours. Lieut. Jghn Bow- 
man Was incapacitated by smokxe. 
The intense heat sent Frank Hoit- 
man, a hoseman, to the hospital.

Declaration Made That Three Men 
Wanted Boodle in Connection With 
Building of Municipal Lighting 
Plant—Competitor Gets Job, Sen-

KANSAS CITY, June 16.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} Walter K. Pal- 
mer, president .of the H. W. K. 
Palmer Construction Company, filed 
today with one of the commissioners 
of Kansas City, Kan., charges that 
three different men asked him for 
money to pay a specified trio of Kan- 
sas City, Kan., commissioners for 
awarding him the contract to build 
the $350,000 municipal electric light 
plant in that city. Palmer's affidavit 
came after the commissioners had 
given the contract to another firm. 

The affidavit was sworn to by Pal- 

mer before a notary public in this 
city. It charges that O. B. Trower, 
a broker with offices in this city; 
John McFadden, a Kansas City, Kan., 
attorney, and Charlies Reed, manager 
of the Kansas City Hydraulic Pressed 
Brick Company, went to Palmer and 
asked him for the money to “fix” three 
of the Kansas City, Kan., commis- 
sioners. 
Palmer's affidavit states that Trower 
and Reed persistently represented to 
him that they were in a position to 
control Commissioner Dean ar 1 Com- 
missioner Anderson and that they 
could reach Commissioner Cable 
through other persons. The affidavit 
declares that Henry T. Zimmer, Chief 
‘of Police, was aiding the two in ob- 
taining the contract. 

The affidavit says that Trower‘and 
Reed advised Palmer to pay McFad- 
den $100 for “legal services.” In an- 
other place the affidavit asserts that 
June 13, Trower and Ree> ask°d Pal- 
mer for $500 and at the same time 
asked him to enter into an agreement 
whereby $3000 later, would be paid 
McFadden for the benefit of Commis- 
sioner Dean and his “confederates,” 
meaning Anderson and Cable. 
Trower, McFadden and Reed made

AFTER LONG SEARCH 


Woman Gives Police Tip and 
Arrest Follows. 


Youthful Desperado Believed 
Once in Los Angeles.

VALLEJO (Cal.) June 16.—Frank 
Melville, the youth who, after a battle 
with the police, was arrested in Benicia 
today on the suspicion that he is the 
bandit who has been holding up pedes- 
trians and saloons in Sacramento, 
Stockton and Martinez, is believed by 
the police to have worked in Los An- 
geles three months ago, at that time 
going by the name of William Mo- 
mand. It is believed also that he is 
known in Los Angeles as Frank J. 
Reigler, having used that name in 
1909. 

The police say Melville was reared 
on a ranch between here and Benicia, 
having been adopted from an orphan 
asylum. At that time he was known as 
Frank Hogan. He became incorrig- 
ible, according to the police, and was 
committed to the Preston Reform 
Schvo! after committing a burglary 


Melville denies he is the hold-up man. 
CAPTURE OF BANDIT. 

Melville was captured about noon 
today in this city. The arrest was 
made by Constable Hyde, Melvile mak- 
ing no resistance. 

Eluding his pursuers last night, Me!- 
ville came to Benicia and ata iate 
hour engaged a room ina lodging 
house. He arose at 11 o'clock this 
forenoon and soon after he left the 
house the landiady's suspicions were 
aroused by finding a quantity of blood 
in the room he had occupied. She at 
once notified the authorities. Melville 
was found in an alley and quietly sub- 
mitted to arrest. 

It was found that he was suffering 
from two wounds, one in the left 
shoulder and one in the leg. These, 
he said, were received during his run- 
ning fight with Chief of Police Brad- 
ford of Vallejo and a number of offi- 
cers on Wednesday when about a 
dozen shots were exchanged. 

TELLS OF MOVEMENTS. 

Melville was reticent when ques- 
tioned regarding the crimes he is said 
to have committed, but told of his re- 
cent movements. He said he arrived 
in Vallejo last week and took a room 
in a lodging house. The next day he 
went to Napa, and on Monday to Mar- 
itinez. On that night a saloon in Mar- 
tinez was robbed and the police, who 
suspected Melville, raided his room, 
but he was not to be found. 
| Returning to the place on Wednes- 
day, he was told by the landlady that 
the officers had been there during his 
absence. On hearing this he left im- 
mediately and the hunt for him began. 


RED CROSS FUNDS FREED. 


District Court of Appeals Reverses 
Verdict Given by Lower Tribunal; 
Now for New Trial.

BAN FRANCISCO, June 
verdict against the San Francisco 
Relief and Red Cross and the order 
denying a new trial in the San Fran- 
cisco Superior Court were reversed 
today by the District Court of Ap- 
peals for the third district. The 
plaintiff in the case, who won in the 
trial in the lower court, was the 
Napa Valley Canning Company, and 
action was brought for the recovery 
of the balance of $4438.50 for canned 
goods furnished the Relief Commit- 
tee following the earthquake and fire 
several years aco. 

It is set forth in the original com- 
plaint that the plaintiff company fur- 
nished the regular committee—not 
the defendant and appellant in the 
action—with canned goods valued at 
$6540.50, and that only $1890 had 
been paid for the goods by the com- 
mittee. Suit was brought against the 
Red Croas, becnuse it was held that 
the funds from the Red Cross and 
the Relief Committee were one and 
the same. 

The opinion was given on the 
ground that the plaintiff has no cause 
against the San Francisco Red Cross 
relief funds.

Out of Court. 


Helen M. Borden, wife of Galil Bor- 
den, multiemillionaire son of the 
“tin cow” industry, 
filed suit in the Superior Court yes- 
terday for absolute divorce on the 
grounds of desertion. Thereby hangs 
a tale of a happy home disrupted by 
the entrance of a male friend of the 
family, whose name is never men- 
tloned by the Bordens. 

The action is the climax of the trou- 
bles of t Bordens, which date from 
July, 1909, when they were living 
happily at their magnificent estate 
near Alhambra. 

One night in July, 1909, Gail Bor- 
den came home suddenly; there was a 
scene. He packed his handbag and 
walked out of the house, never to 
crogs the threshold again. 

A young man named -Lioyd Rob- 
erts, who is at present in the real es- 
tate business in Los Angeles, was a 
member of the Borden household. 
He suddenly left, and there is no in- 
tercourse between Gail Borden and 
Roberts. 

In the papers filed yesterday there 
is no mention of any marital infelicity, 
terse request for a de- 
cree. Mrs. Borden, who has been lIiv- 
ing at the Hote! St. Andrew's, New 
York, the past six months, does not 
ask for alimony, or in any way request 
a financial settlement. There is no 
mention of the custody of Miss Ra- 
mona Borden, the 14-year-old daugh- 
ter, who its now with her father in 
Los Angeles. 

Mrs. Borden recites briefly that she 
and her husband were and are resi- 
dents of Los Angeles county, and that 
they lived in happy wedlock for many 
years. In July, 1909, she avers. with- 
out cause or reason, Borden left her 
and has since refused to live with her. 

SETTLEMENT ALREADY MADE. 

Collier & Clark, the lawvers for Mrs. 
Borden, stated yesterday that they ex- 
pect her in Los Angeles within ten 
days, and that the suit will probably 
be brought to an early trial They 
stated that there is no ‘talk at pres- 
ent of a.«financial settlement between 
the Bor@ens, and hinted that money 


and property matters have been dis- 
posed of out of court. They stated 
that the complaint is couched in the 


shortest and most terse form known 
to legal custom. 
“There is nothing to tell,” said 
Clark, “so why make a bulky com- 
plaint of trivialties when they are not 
germane to the subject?" 

Eugene Overton, attorney for Bor- 
den, acknowledged yesterday that pa- 
pers have been served upon him in 
the divorce proceedings, and it is 
known that they were’not unexpected. 
In fact, it is certain that the suit itself 
Was withheld only until the financial 
settlement could be made. 

When the difference between the 


financial arraagement was entered 
into whereby Mrs. Borden was to re- 
ceive $6000 annually from her hus- 
band. Persons Interested state that 
she has been paid this regularly. and 
has received about $12,000 additional 
from Borden tin the last two years. 

The financial settlement entered into 
between the Bordens is understood 


$12,000 to Mrs. Borden, and in return 
she is to surrender the custody of the 
daughter to Borcen, with all privileges 
of secing her daughter as she may de 
sire, but with no word as to her train- 
ing or bringing up. It is known that 
in the first papers prepared by Mrs. 
Borden she demanded the custody of 
Miss Ramona, but Borden refused to 
consider it, and Mrs. Borden relin- 
quished this in exchange for her an- 
nual allowance being doubled, or 
placed at the $12,000 figure. 

It is practically assurred that Ror- 
den will not contest the case, but al- 
low it to go on the grounds of deser- 
tion to which he says he is prepared 
to plead guilty.

DISTRICT ATTORNEY'S “OFFICE 
SPEAKS OF CROSSINGS. 

ee 
Comprehensive Devices Are Urged 
for Protection by Night and Day. 
Expense of Installing These Appli- 
ances Should Be Borne by Railroad 
Company, It Is Declared. 


The grade crossing proposition has 
reached the second stage of the corre- 
spondence period. The letter of the 
grand jury to the Governor brought 
the State Board of Rallroad Commis- 
sioners here. They inspected cross- 
ings in company with members of the 
grand jury, a deputy District Attorney, 
and officials of the Pacific Electric. 
The correspondence is now resumed 
with a letter from the office of the 
District Attorney, by Deputy Henna, 
who represented that office on the tour 
of inspection of the Whittier, Long 
Peach and Covina lines of the Pacific 
Electric. 

Mr. Hanna urges comprehensive de- 
vices for affording adequate protection 
at crossings, including illuminated 
signs in order to provide safe protec- 
tion by night as well as by day. Be- 
side the “home” signals, usually 
placed on the right of way of the 
railroad, caution signals should be 
placed on the highway some distance 
from the intersection with the rail- 
rend tracks, urges Hanna. 

“The expense of installing these ap- 
pliances should be borne by the rail- 
road company,” says Mr. Hanna. “The 
necessity for installing them is occa- 
sioned by the ever-increasing demand 
of the public for rapid transit. The 
railroad company assumes to supply 
this demand and should be required to 
bear whatever expense is necessary to 
ee the people by reason of that 
act.” 
“I do not wish to comment upon 
the letter from the District Attorney's 
office,” said Paul Shoup, vice-president 
of the Pacific Electric, last night. “All 
concerned have been called upon, I 
believe, to express their views to the 
State Railroad Commissioner and to 
the local authorities and each has a 

ht to his own conclusions. We con- 
fidently expect to be able to co-operate 
with the public authorities and the 
Automobile Club to the satisfaction of 
the public in creating protection nec- 
esuary. It seems to me the first thing 
to determine is what is to be done at 
the crossings coming under consider- 
ation and then determine what each 
factor interested should do towards 
carrying out the decision. Proper pro- 
tection may involve other matters 
than the signalling of crossings. So 
far as the division of expense to be 
incurred is concerned, I don't see how 
1 can well assume any position in ad- 
vance on that subject.”

LANS TO BUILD 
GREAT HIGHWAY. 


AMERICAN TO OONSTRUCT A 
TRANSOONTINENTAL ROUTE. 


A great automobile highway across 
the United States from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific, and another from the 
lakes to the Gulf. 

That is the dream of Col. John 
Jacob Astor, the noted American mul- 
ti-millionaire, which he hopes to turn 
into a reality before many years. In 
fact, he is even now at work on 4 
scheme ‘for the coast-to-coast road 
and upon his return te the United 
States expects te have his plans suf- 
ficiently advanced to take the initia! 
steps toward procuring the co-opera- 
tion of wealthy automobile owners, 
municipal, State and national authori- 
ties in building the roads. 

While the route, of course, has not 
been even tentatively laid out, Col. 
Astor's idea is to have the road start 

New York, and, tapping the 


7 principal cities, go to some point on 


the coast and then bulld a similar 
road along the coast from Seattle to 
los Angeles. The road is to be pri- 
marily for the use of automobiles, 
and is to be divided so as to permit 
leisurely touring, but by setting aside 
a portion of the road for that pur- 


pose will permit also traveling at 
speed between the larger 
© es. 

In discussing his plan today, Col. 
Astor said: 

“A perfectly bullf road between the 


Atlantic and Pacific and between the 
lakes and the gulf would mean mil- 
liens of dollars saved to the United 
States which are now spent in Eu- 
rope. It would be difficult to tell just 
how many millions of American mon- 
oy are drawn to France alone by her 
splendid automobile reads. The au- 
tomebile has become @ necessity to 
the man of wealth, and as he is able 
to go where he can get the most en- 
joyment with hie machine he comes 
to Europe and more especially to 
France. No country in the world has 
more beautiful scenery than the 
United States or more to attract a 
man ef lcisure, but the roads at home 
prevent the enjoyment of these at- 
tractions by the automobilist. 

If these roads intersecting the 
country were built. their tremendous 
influence in developing the sections 
they traverse, in attracting tourists 
with money and in bringing in new 
eapital for the development of their 
resources, would result in a compara- 
tively short time im the extension of 
the good roads system until every sec- 
tion of the country was covered. 

“This work must be inaugurated by 
wealthy Americans who love their 
country and who take pleasure in au- 
tomobiling. I shall contribute liberal- 
ly to the movement and there are 
many others who will join. When 
Americans make up their minds that 
a thing is worth having they are not 
backward about furnishing the cash. 
Witness the manner in which San 
Francisco raised millions for her ex- 
position.
